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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non- statutory subject matter. The claim is directed to a computer readable medium, which as 
described in the specification can be embodied as a computer readable code on a computer 
readable medium, where the computer readable medium may be a carrier wave that transmits 
data via the Internet. As per the Office's Interim Guidelines, a signal is not a statutory class of 
invention under 35 U.S.C. 101, and as such claim 1 1 fails to be limited to only embodiments 
which fall within a statutory class of invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 - 1 0 and 1 2- 1 4 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the prior art fails to specifically teach or fairly disclose a combined fixed codebook method 
and/or apparatus used in a CELP codec which selects a fixed codebook searching method by 
counting the number of users who are accessing a gateway, comparing the number of users with 
a predetermined threshold, and selecting a proper fixed codebook searching method based on the 
result of comparison.
